Fred Davis, Jr.: "HE your item in AT0 #11, about whether (3d 1 3 &ave 
the right to refuse to let a player into his games. Isary,YES, a GM must have 
the right to decline to admit a player, provided that the reason is related to 
something the player has done in the past which makes him a suitable player. 
(In Britain, for example, players who fail to pay their subscriptions or game 
fees are informally blacklisted as deadbeats, although not all pubbers follow 
this practise.) I believe that a GM has the right to refuse to accept a player 
anyone who has a history of upsetting games and/or players with either ridiculous 
protests or harrassment of the GM or other players. I would also no accept as 
p player a person who had a history of frequently dropping out of games, either 
in my zine or in the hobby as a whole 0 " ((Heally, this is a very reasonable 
proposal in my opinion* Unfortunately, it does nothing to further the argument 
of the next letter, which is a doozy, since Gaklyn, to my knowledge, has never 
missed a move or resigned a game. The Oaklyn/Tretick has always centered on 
0/T being a lousy GM, not on Bernie's ability as a player.
